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It gives me a great pleasure to welcome you 
all to this auspicious occasion of the forty- 
eighth convocation of this Institute. The 
Institute has completed 50 years of its 
existence and we are celebrating the year 
2006 as the Golden Jubilee year of the 
Institute. On this occasion, we have planned 
a number of activities like organising 
international and national seminars and 
symposiums, cultural and sports activities. 
Also, renovations of the buildings and 
campus have been taken up with full force. | 
am happy to present the report of the 
International Institute for Population 
Sciences, Mumbai giving an overview of its 
activities during the academic year 2005-06. 


The Institute since its inception has been 
conducting one-year  certificate/diploma 
-course for trainees from various countries in 
Asia and the Pacific region. The course was 
funded initially by the UNESCAP and later 
on by the UNFPA. Over the years, through 
this course the Institute has helped in the 
training of personnel from various countries 
of Asia and the Pacific region and our 
alumni currently occupy key positions in the 
field of population, health and development 
in government departments and universities 
in these countries and _ international 
organizations. During the past 50 years 
2.227 students from 37 countries of Asia 
and the Pacific region, six from countries of 
Africa, and one from North America, have 


been trained at the Institute. Two tables 
given in Appendix | furnish country-wise and 
year-wise number of students who have so 
far participated in different teaching 
programmes of the Institute. 


The Institute attained Deemed University 
status in 1985. As a Deemed University, the 
Institute started giving its own Ph. D. degree 
since 1986. So far, the Institute has awarded 
Ph.D. degree to 148 students, including 10 
foreign students. From the academic year 
1988-89, the Institute started a one-year 
course leading to the degree of Master of 
Population Studies (MPS) and the Institute 
has awarded MPS degree to 301 students. 
Since 1994-95, the MPS course has also 
been introduced through correspondence, 
keeping in view the increasing demand for 
training in the field of Population Studies. So 
far 148 students have been awarded MPS 
degree through correspondence. From the 
academic year 2002-03, the Institute has 
started the degree of Master of Philosophy 
(M. Phil.) in Population Studies. So far 125 
students have been awarded the degree of 
Master of Philosophy (M. Phil.) in Population 
Studies. The one-year Diploma course in 
Health Education (DHE) started from August 
1987 was renamed during the academic 
year 2001-2002 as Diploma in Health 
Promotion Education (DHPE). Until now 341 


‘students have been awarded Diploma in 


Health Promotion Education. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE INSTITUTE DURING 
THE YEAR 2005-2006 


I. TEACHING PROGRAMME 
i Regular courses 


During the year 2005-06, the Institute 
offered four regular courses, of which one 
was of eighteen months and three were of 
one-year duration each. These courses are: 
(a) Diploma in Population Studies (DPS), (b) 
Diploma in Health Promotion Education 
(DHPE), (c) Master of Population Studies 
(MPS)/Master of Philosophy (M. Phil.) in 
Population Studies, (d) Master of Philosophy 
in Population Studies. Apart from regular 
courses, the Institute also offers Master of 
Population Studies (MPS) — through 
correspondence. 


List of students enrolled for all courses and 
those who are to be awarded 
degrees/diplomas during 2005-06 are given 
in Appendix II. 


a. Diploma in Population Studies 
(DPS) 


The duration of this course is one year, with 
two semesters. The major emphasis of the 
diploma course is on imparting technical 
skills in population analysis and making the 
students competent in handling and 
interpreting population data. 


In the current academic year four students 
i.e. two from Kyrgyzstan and two from 
Vietnam were admitted to the Diploma 
programme. Three of them are getting 
UNFPA fellowship and one is enrolled with 
support from Government of India. 
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During the year 2005-2006, all four students 
have qualified for the award of the Diploma 
in Population Studies. 


Dr. Rajiva Prasad is the Co-ordinator for the 
DPS programme. 


b. Diploma in Health Promotion 
Education (DHPE) 


This course is of one-year duration. During 
the current academic year, 20 students were 
admitted to the course of Diploma in Health 
Promotion Education. The Family Welfare 
Training and Research Centre (FWTRC) 
conducts the course under the auspices of 
IIPS. 


During the year 2005-06, nineteen students 
have qualified for the award of Diploma in 
Health Promotion Education. 


Dr. S. J. Murthy is the Co-ordinator for the 
DHPE programme. 


c. Master of Population Studies (MPS) 


The duration of this course is one year. 
Holders of the master’s degree from the 
recognised universities in the relevant social 
science subjects are eligible for admission to 
this course. 


During the current academic year, 21 
students were admitted to MPS/M. Phil. 
course. Twenty students were recipients of 
Government of India fellowship, and one 
student from Nepal is the recipient of 
UNFPA fellowship. 


Dr. L. Ladusingh is the Co-ordinator for the 
MPS/M. Phil. programme. 


d. Master of Philosophy in Population 
Studies (M. Phil.) 


From academic year 2003-04, a facility has 
been offered where the top five students of 
the MPS course can opt -for M. Phil. in 
population studies after further research for 
a period of six months and submitting a 
dissertation. Thus the duration of this 
course is of eighteen months. During the 
current academic year 5 students were 
admitted to M. Phil. course. All the students 
were recipients of the Government of India 
fellowship. Appendix Ili (Table C) provides 
the list of M. Phil. dissertations for students 
who are to be awarded degree in this year. 


During the year 2005-06, all five students 
have qualified for the award of the degree of 
Master of Philosophy in Population Studies. 


Dr. L. Ladusingh is the Co-ordinator for the 
M. Phil. programme. 


é. Master of Population Studies 
(Correspondence) 


This course is of two years duration, 
although students have the flexibility of 
completing it in a maximum period of four 
years. During the current academic year, 73 
students were admitted to this course. In 
view of the increasing demand, the MPS 
correspondence course is also open fo 
students from other ESCAP countries. 


During the year 2005-06, thirteen students 
have qualified for the award of the degree of 
MPS (Correspondence). 


Dr. R. K. Sinha is the Co-ordinator for the 
MPS (correspondence course) programme. 


Seminar papers 


Towards the end of the second semester, as 
a part of DPS/MPS/M. Phil. regular course, 
each student is required to prepare a 
research paper under the guidance of a 
faculty member, present and defend it in a 
specially organized seminar of faculty and 
students. These papers are later finalised on 
the basis of discussions in the seminars. 
The seminar paper constitutes a crucial part 
of the teaching programme, as it contributes 
significantly to the development of the 
research potential of the students. Appendix 
lll (Table A, B and D) provides the list of the 
topics of the seminar papers presented by 
the students during the current academic 
year. 


The student whose seminar paper Is 
adjudged to be the best in the MPS/ M. Phil. 
course is awarded Dr. J. R. Rele Award. 


The student, whose over all performance is 
adjudged to be the best in the MPS/M. Phil. 
course, is awarded Dr. C. Chandrasekaran 
Gold Medal. 


Study tour 


As an integrated part of Diploma in 
Population Studies (DPS) and Master in 
Population Studies (MPS) courses students 
were taken for study tour to get acquainted 
with the academic and research activities of 
various institutions. In the academic 
session 2005-06, students were also taken 
to NGOs working in health and socio- 
economic intervention programmes. The 
three week long study tour was undertaken 
during February 16 to March 9, 2006. 
Academic institutions visited in the study 
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tour include, Centre for Development 
Studies, Thiruvananthapuram, Institute for 
Social and Economic Change, Bangalore, 
indian Institute of . Management, 
Ahmedabad, Indian Institute for Health 
Management Research, Jaipur and State 
Institute of Health & Family Welfare, Jaipur. 
Non-Government Organizations visited are 
SAKHI, Thiruvananthapuram, MYRDA, 
Bangalore, Institute for Health Management 
Research, Pachod, Self Employed 
Womens’ Association (SEWA), 
Ahmedabad, Population Council, New 
Delhi and Indian Association of 
Parliamentarians on Population & 
Development, New Delhi. The students 
were also apprised of Indian Censuses by 
the Office of Registrar General of India. 


The DPS and MPS _ students were 
accompanied by faculty guides Dr. Rajiva 
Prasad and Dr. L. Ladusingh. 


f. Doctor of Philosophy (Ph. D.) in 
Population Studies 


The Institute has well qualified faculty to 
guide students for PhD degrees. Students 
are admitted to the PhD programme on 
highly competitive basis. First, they are 
short-listed based on their academic record. 
They are then asked to present. their 
proposed study. Based on their performance 
in the proposal presentation, students are 
admitted to the PhD programme. 


Currently 69 students are registered for the 
Ph. D programme at the Institute. Of them, 
13 are recipients of the Government of India 
Research Fellowship, 7 are recipients of the 
UGC Fellowship and one is sponsored by 
ICSSR, and 47 are registered without 
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fellowship. Appendix Il provides the list of 
Ph. D. students registered in the Institute 


During the year 2005-06, six students have 
submitted their theses, and one student nas 
completed all the requirements for the award 
of degree of Ph. D. 


Prof. F. Ram is the Co-ordinator for the 
Ph.D. programme.

b. Continuing 

1. National family health survey 
(NFHS) 3 . 


As in NFHS 1 and NFHS 2, the Ministry of 
Health and Family Welfare, Government of 
India has appointed the Institute as the 
nodal agency for NFHS 3. Keeping in view 
the changing demographic and health 
scenario of India the scope of NFHS 3 is 
greatly expanded. The National Family 
Health Survey-3 (2005-2006) is currently in 
progress. International Institute —_ for 
Population Sciences (IIPS) as the nodal 
agency is responsible for coordinating the 
project and Macro International, USA is 
providing the technical assistance. USAID, 
UNICEF, DFID, the Gates Foundation and 
UNFPA are funding the NFHS-3. In 
addition to the collection of information on 
fertility, mortality, maternal and child health, 
family welfare and many process indicators 
NFHS-3 will also provide information on 
several new and emerging issues such as 
adolescent reproductive health, high risk 
sexual behaviour, HIV prevalence for adult 
men in ages 15-54 and women in ages 15- 
49. The survey will provide state level 
estimates of demographic and health 
indicators by rural urban as well as slum 
and non-slum dwellers in Chennai, Delhi, 
Hyderabad, Indore, Kolkatta, Meerut, 
Mumbai, and Nagpur.

2. District level household survey 
under reproductive and child health 
(RCH) project 


The Ministry of Health Family Welfare, 
Government of India (GOI) is implementing 
the Reproductive and Child Health (RCH) 
program in the country. The Government of 
India is interested in critical evaluation of 
the program implementation and outcomes. 
Therefore it was decided to undertake 
household survey to obtain estimates of 
programme indicators for all districts in the 
country, once in two years covering 
approximately 50 percent of the districts. 
These surveys are rapid, estimating a 
limited number of indicators, with focus on 
the following aspects: 


e Coverage of ANC and immunization 

services; 

Proportion of safe deliveries; 

Contraceptive prevalence rates; 

Unmet need for family planning; 

Men and women’s’ knowledge 

regarding RTI/STI, HIV/AIDS; and 

e Utilization of health services and the 
user satisfaction. 


IIPS, as the Nodal Agency provided the list 


of PSUs for the districts under contract for 
the first and second year 1998-99 & 1999- 
2000 to all the regional agericies. In the first 
phase 251 districts were covered and in the 
second phase 254 districts were covered. 
All the works related to Round | have been 
completed. 


In Round Il conducted during 2002-03, 16 
agencies are involved in data collection. 
Fieldwork in all the districts in the country 
has been completed. In this round, two new 
dimensions were added: (i) Husbands of 
eligible women have been interviewed; and 
(ii) Nutritional status of children below 72 
months and adolescent pregnant women 
has been included. 


Key indicators of programme inputs for 565 
districts and all states and UTs prepared 
and submitted to MoHFW and the World 
Bank. 


Facility survey 

Simultaneously with household surveys 
and in the same districts, the Government 
of India has decided to undertake surveys 
of selected facilities (PHCs, FRUs, CHS 
and district hospitals) to assess availability 
of trained staff, equipment and supplies 
and their utilization. 


The district reports have been submitted. 
The state level reports and ‘national reports 
based on the first round survey conducted 
in 1999 in 272 districts have been 
completed. The second round of facility 
survey in remaining districts was completed 
in 2003. The national report has been 
published. 


The World Bank is providing funding for the 
survey through Ministry of Health and 
Family Welfare (MOHFW). 


3. Male sexual health concems and 
prevention of HIV/STDs in India 
(Research and interventions in 
sexual health: theory to action) 
(RISHTA) 


This research attempts to address the 
psychological and social-cultural factors 
related to male sexual health concerns and 
sexual risks, including the following factors 
which are reflected in the project's 
conceptual model: (a) sense of masculinity, 
(b) quality of the marital relationship, (c) 
domestic violence, (d) emotional well- 
being, (e) risky lifestyle, and (f) cultural 
norms regarding male-female relationships 
and roles, sexual practices, marital 
relationships, risky lifestyle; and cultural 
beliefs about men's sexual health 
problems. The project is now in the 5th 
year and the end line evaluation phase. 
The ‘project began with the field 
assessment of sexual health problems as 
experienced by men in the community. 
Intensive qualitative and quantitative 
assessment of health providers (untrained 
and qualified) and men in the community 
was done for two years. 


As part of community based intervention, 
the project team worked closely with the 
community-based = organization = and 
developed sexual health education 
messages using  narrowcast media 
(posters, community gatherings, street 
drama, and pamphlets) in order to market 
the Male Health Clinic and the “trained” 
Ayurveda, Unani, Siddha and Homeopathy 
(AYUSH) providers through the same 
mechanisms. In addition, a significant 
number of education programmes were 
conducted in all the three communities by 
the community based organizations and 
RISHTA team. These activities include 
street dramas, follow-up meetings, 
community meetings, opinion — leader 
meetings and Individual consultation and 
referrals. 

) 


The male health clinics established by this 
project delivered services to more than 
1500 men in the last two and half years. Of 
the total, about of half men had sexual 
health problems. The Ayurveda, Unani, 
Siddha and Homeopathy (AYUSH) provide 
also a significant improvement in the 
clientele and demonstrated improved 
capacities in treatment procedures. 
Concurrent evaluation of interventions so 
far indicate that the male health clinic no 
doubt a superior model. The next major 
focus of the project is to make necessary 
plans in collaboration with community and 
the health providers for the sustainability of 
intervention both in the community and 
provider levels.

4, Youth in India: situation and needs 
study 


The Institute in collaboration with the 
Population Council has undertaken a 
pioneering research to document young 
people’s transition to adulthood in six states 
namely Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Jharkhand, 
Maharashtra, Rajasthan and Tamil Nadu. 


The main goal of the study is to provide 
information on the situation of youth, the live 
choices available to them. The study aims to 
provide information on a broad framework of 
adolescent sexual and reproductive health 
issues, including both behaviours and their 
antecedents through a population-based 
Study. Findings are expected to inform 
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evidence-based programming to address the 
health and other needs of young people. 


Both quantitative and qualitative approaches 
are used covering behaviours and 
experiences ranging from schooling to 
marriage and sexual behaviour. Gender role 
attitudes and relations with parents will also 
be studied. The first phase of the project Is in 
progress. 


The Pre-Survey Qualitative Phase has been 
completed in all the six states and the 
preliminary analysis of the data has also 
been done. Based on this, survey 
instruments to be used in the main survey 
have been developed and have also been 
pre-tested in all the six states covered under 
the study. The detailed analysis of the data 
obtained in the Pre-Survey Qualitative 
Phase is under way. The main survey is 
going on in the state of Maharashtra and is 
likely to be completed by June 2006. The 
training of the main survey team is 
completed and the fieldwork has begun in 
Jharkhand. In Tamil, training of the house 
listing team for the main survey is complete 
and the fieldwork for house listing has 
started.

& Developing operations research 
Capacity in South Asia for

The project is undertaken with the objective 
to develop operation research capacity in 
reproductive health in South Asia. Under this 
project, the Institute, Frontiers in 
Reproductive Health and the Population 
Council conducted two of the three 
proposed workshops for participants from 
South Asia. As a part of this, an intervention 
study entitled "Enhancement of male 
involvement/participation in reproductive 
health (EMIRH)" was operationalized in 
Ahmednagar district of Maharashtra. The 
data collection for base line information is 
completed. 


The Population Council, New Delhi is 
providing funding for this project. 


Prof. F. Ram and Dr. Chander Shekhar are 
the Co-ordinators of the project. 


6. Strengthening state plans for 
human development (SPHD) 

The objective of this project are: (1) to 
prepare a status note on the availability of 
district level vital statistics for all states of 
India in consultation with the Directorate of 
Economics and Statistics, the Office of 
Registrar General of India and the 
Department of Health and Family Welfare; 
(2) to suggest methodologies to estimate 
various vital statistics at the district level 
and to conduct workshops to train district 
level officials and develop a_ software 
module to obtain estimates at district level. 
The project is currently in planning stage. A 
thorough review of literature on existing 
methodologies is being undertaken.

ie Expanding basic maternal and child 
health — services: _ operational 
research with birth based approach 
(IDPAD project) 

Based on the theoretical effectiveness of the 

birth-based approach in promoting maternal 

and child health and family planning, a 

project for theoretical data analysis and 

operational research was undertaken. 


The aim was to empirically test the 
effectiveness of birth-based approach in 
populations which have high fertility levels 
through planned programme interventions in 
selected health centres in generating greater 
acceptance of family planning methods and 
contributing to higher impact on fertility. A 
well-designed operational research project is 
the core of the study. 


The following activities were completed so 
far: 

(1) A baseline survey of the project area 
was completed and report finalised. 

(2) A website of the project has been 
developed 
(www. birthbaseproject.org). 

(3) A qualitative study of medical and 
paramedical workers in the project 
area is completed and _ report 
finalised.

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8. Population Environment Centre 


The Ministry of Environment and Forests, 
Government of India has set up 
Environmental Information System (ENVIS) 
Centre at IIPS to collect and disseminate 
information relating to Population and 
Environment and Sustainable 
Development. 


During the last year, the Centre has 
developed databases and is maintaining 
the web site ‘http://www.populationevis.org’ 
on the topic related to population 
environment nexus. It has till now also 
published five Population-Environment 
Bulletins. The centre has also produced 
Annotated Bibliography entitled ‘Population 
and Environment in India.’ Around 100 
citations in full text-format, and 541 
abstracts are incorporated in an e-book in 
CD Media. These bibliography databases 
are available in the said website in a 
searchable form. The hard copy of the 
‘annotated bibliography’ is also available 
with the centre.

The library provides contents indexing, 
abstracting, current awareness services, 
selective dissemination services, 


documentation, reference, inter-library loan 
and xeroxing facilities. Guided computerised 
search facilities are extended to 
faculty/students on their topic of research 
interest. As on date all documents have 
been computerized. 


The library is fully automated in SLIM 21 
software and it offers users computerized 
catalogue search services through the 
OPAC (Online Public Access Catalogue) 
through a network of computers in the 
library as well as on the Institute's website 
(Web OPAC). The OPAC content 
devanagari script for collection available in 
devanagari script with using Unicode.. 
Library is centrally air-conditioned. Avirt 
Gateway Suite software has been installed 
in the library, which facilitates Internet 
access to library terminals. All the bound 
periodical holdings as well as_ library 
acquisition list can be located through 
Institute's website.
